DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6/4/08 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12,1 4-20, 22-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest an imaging system wherein an EASLM is utilized to 
diffract an image to a screen by building up a single frame over time by diffracting light 
to different block areas of a screen or by simultaneously diffracting from a plurality of 
modulators wherein the frame rate of each modulator is greater than a frame rate of the 
image formed on a screen.
